THE WHEAT BONUS 
—:0;— 


The government bonus of five 
cents a bushel is paid on the 1931; 
crop alone, and farmers in selling 
must certify that only this year’s 
wheat is being disposed of, 

The government issues a cheque 
book to all licensed elevators and 
the agent is required to write a 
cheque to the seller for the five 
cents a bushel in addition to the 
cheque for the grain, Banks will 
cash these. 

Whether the grower sells his 
wheat at the time it is graded, the 
agent will issue the cheque immed- 
jately upon grading. 

If the grower of grain resides on 
the land of some other party, anc 
sells the wheat on a percentage 
basis to be shared by each, the 
owner gets no share of the govern- 
ment five cent bonus, which goes 
entirely to the grower.
